Found ®opffering With Typhold Feverin a
Stuble—Tuken In Charge by the Homeo-
pathic Hospita), He Dies Without tiv-
ing a Bint of His Past History.

Mrs. Gamble
applied all the measures she had at her
command, and after some trouble suceeeded,
with the aid of Examiner Hoffman, of the
Department of Charities, in getting the bo
quarters in the Homeopathie i
where he lingered until terday moraning
when he died from typhoid fever.

FIXING LABOR'S PRICE,

Pittsburg Manufacturers Have a Confer-
ence With the Wage Committesr—
Beveral Important Deparfments In the
Amnigamated Assoclation’s New Fanle
of Prices Discussed.

The conference between the Pittaburg

manufacturers and the Wage Committee of

the Amalgamated Associstion was resumed
yesterday afternoon. The session lasted
three hours,but nothing of apositive nature
was sccomplished. At 6:30 o'clock the
delegates adjourned to meet again this after-
noon. During the conference on Monday
the entire time was devoted to the diseus-
sion of the basis of the scale, but no ocon-
olusion was reached and the point remalins
practically unsettled.

It was thonght very probable that the
bashs would again be considered at yester-
day's teeting, but after the committeemen
bad been ed to order it was arranged
that the afternoon would he devoted to the
disoussion of the scale proper. The first
point taken up was the muek or puddle
mill prices. After debating ashort time
upon this particular branch of the nmew

scale, the committee took up serapping ::g.

busheling, knobbling and heating slabs
shinglin, This coustituted the day’s
work. To-day the conference will first act
upon the bar mills, and if they have time
the guide, ten-inch, hoop and cotton tie
mills will f:a taken up.

One of the members of the Wage Commit-
tee,after the meeting,said: “The conference
will, trom now on, devote the whole time
to the considerationof the seale proper.
The memorands of argnment has been
virtually adopted. One foot note is yet to
be adjusted. This will not be touched upon
for a couple of days, but there will be no
trouble about settling it when it is nlti-
mately taken up. The price for boiling is
also hanging in the balance. From present
indications. however, the manufasturers
will make a concession in this particulay
ease. It is almost certain that an entire
settlement of the new scale will be effected
before long."

NO FURTHER DEMORBTRATION.
The Mayor of Corning, N, Y., Issues n
Strange and Unweleoma Edfer.

Delegates to the sixteenth annual conven-
tion of the American Flint Glassworkers,
which began in Cornin, N. Y., Monday, are
much exercised over an ediet issued by the
Mayor of that town. At the close of the
opening session the 350 delegates, togather
with 2,000 local glass blowers, took part in
a parade.

Mary's Cemetery in honor of the 14
glass workers who were killed in a railroad
wreck at Revenna, O,, over & year ago.

The Mayor has notified the glass men
that he wili not l|’:ocm|lt sny further demon-
stration of a public nature. Thisis owing
to the divided feeling which exists on ac-
count of & lockout in Corning & couple of
years ago. The Mayor's sympathies are
said to be with the employers and it is said
he took this measure to show his exact po-
sition in the matter. The union men do
not take kindly to the edict and many say
that it will not be obeyed.

JABBING AT GRIPMEN.

Men on Parade Test Thelr Swords—Angered
at the Breaking of Thelr Colomnan—Con-
ductors Blame a Pollos Officer for Re-
fusing to Arrest the Agsajlanrs.

Two gripmen on the Citizen’s Traction
line were cutby Orangemen yesterday, who
became angered at them for crossing between
their line. John Morrisy, gripman on car
113, of the Butler street branch, while cross-
ing Bixth street on Liberty avenue about 10
o'clock yesterday morning broke through
the ranks ot the Orangemen. They became
angered at this and & number ran after the
ecar. When it stopped on the other side of
the street they jumped aboard, and tried to
get into the gripman’s cab. Failing in this,
one ran around in front, aad jumping up on
the guard, thrust his aword into the win-
dow, The blade penetrated Morrisy’'s
shoulder, passing upward, coming out at
the neck and narrowly missing the jugular
vein.

The man hastily withdrew his sword and
started to run, but Conductor Smith jumped
off the car and canght him, and called on the
policemsn st the corner to arrest him., This
the officer refused to do, evidently fearing
the crowd, who made threatening demon-
strations, and the man, whose name could
not be learned,’escaped. Morrisy took his
car through and then left and went to Dr.
Clark’s office and had the wound dressed. It
was aggravated by not being sttended to at
once, and may result seriously. Morrisy
residex on Matilda street.

DASHED T0 DEATH.

Peter Dally Falls Fifty Feet From the Top
of a Ballding.

Peter Daily, of Natchez street, Mt
Washington, met a tragic death yesterday
siternoon by falling from the top of Solo-
mon & Ruben's new building, now in the
course of erection at Diamond and Smith-
field streets. Daily, who isa bricklayer,
was walking near the top of the scaffolding,
four stories from the ground,when.he leaned
against & railing or some other frail strue-
ture, which gave way, letting him fall back-
wlra to the ground, & distance of about 50
feet. He struck several pieces of seaflold-
ing in his swift descent and finally struck
the ground head first.
